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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Rejection of claim 1 3 under 35 (JSC 1 1 2, first 
paragraph: Applicant argues that the features of claim 13 are taught in FIGS. 8C-9 and the accompanying text. This argument is not 
correct. No portion of FIGS. 8C or 9 appear to disclose the identification of identical names or variants of a name. FIG. 8C is merely a 
map of network architecture. FIG. 9 does disclose a series of method steps, but as stated in the final office action, the system only 
identifies whether a domain name is registered or not registered. 

Rejection of claims 1-12 and 31-33 as anticipated by Schneider. Applicant argues that FIG. 3A of Schneider does not disclose a 
monitoring process. This argument is not correct. As stated in the final office action, step 306 in FIG. 3A is the receipt of a request to 
monitor a name by initiating a search in a "WHOIS" database. Initiating a search is an act of monitoring. Applicant also argues that 
Schneider does not disclose periodic automatic monitoring. However, as stated in the final office action, claim 1 does not specify any 
aspects of this period. Accordingly, any repated action by the user in performing the steps of FIG. 3A wopuld anticipate this feature. With 
respect to claim 1 1 , applicant further argues that claim 1 1 requires the sending of warning messages to registrants, not to the requestor. 
However, the "requester" and "registrant" are one and the same, since the requestor is applying for a registration, thus can also be 
defined as a registrant. A registrant is not necessarily a party that has already received the registration, but can also be the one applying 
for the registrstion. Accordingly, the messages displayed in the output of step (318) can also constitute warning messages to the 
registrant. . 
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
